‘The venerable patriarch and sage, the im- 
mortal author of the Deciaration of Indepen- 
dence, THOMAS JEFFERSON, Esq. expir- 
e€.! at his seat, at Monticello, on the fourth of 
July, at ten minutes before one o'clock, just 
virTY years since the promulgation, in the 
Halls of Congress, of the Liberties of this 
country, His death had been looked for two 
or three days before it took place, as he was 
confined to his bed during that time by severe 
indisposition. Hic was sensible of his ap- 
proaching dissolution, and prescribed the 
mode of tis interment. Well might he have 
exclaimed in the language of the psalmist, 
“ Lard, now lettest thou thy servant depart 
in peace, according to thy word. for my eyes 
have seen thy salvation.” Mr. Jefferson had 
just reached the advanced age of eighiy- 
three years, three months and two days, be- 
ing born on the 2d of April, 1743. The flags 
of the shipping in the Delaware, were hoisted 
at half mast, and the bells of the different 
churches were muffled, in testimony of re- 
spect for the departed patriot.
